ROBABLY no one feature Is more conspicuous on a 
dwelling than the roof. Because of Its prominence it 
can easily help or mar the architectural beauty of the 
home, yet for years past it has been given little or no 
thought as to color. It was considered a matter of 
course that the roof must remain a dull drab shade, lending nothing 
to the color scheme of house or surroundings. Only in recent years 
has color made its appearance on the roofs of our homes — color 
which secures perfect harmony or definite contrast — thereby 
adding a deal of charm that was otherwise lacking. < 

The receding angle at which the roof greets the eye allows of 
a radical departure from conventionalism in color treatment. 
Weatherbest Stained Shingles in several shades of one color or a 
harmonious blending of several different colors properly propor- 
tioned result in decidedly pleasing results. But even so, care should 
be used in selecting colors that will harmonize or definitely con- 
trast with the walls and trim. 

The color plates shown in this booklet are photographic 
reproductions of several Weatherbest Variegated Color Stained 
Shingle Roofs. Not all color variegations are shown however, as 
the many standard Weatherbest colors make it possible to carry 
out an almost unlimited number of color ideas. 

In the working out of all Weatherbest Variegated Color 
Roofs we select colors that blend, proportioning each so that no 
one color dominates. Because Weatherbest Stained Shingles 
are random widths, a Weatherbest Variegated Color Roof does 
not present the symmetrical "patterned" or "patch quilt" 
appearance so often noticeable on variegated color roofs of 
materials which, when laid on the roof, present color spots all 
exactly the same size. 

Weatherbest Variegated Color Roofs cost no more to apply 
than a one color stained shingle roof. The different colored shingles 
are mixed together at the Weatherbest factories, then rebundled, 
enabling the carpenter to lay the shingles just as they come from 
the bundle.
